Red  Cabbage  should  be 
set  out  before  the  middle 
of  June,  as  they  need  a 
little  longer  time  for  ma¬ 
turing  than  the  white  cab¬ 
bage.  Use  800  lbs.  of  4-8 
and  12  fertilizer  per  acre. 


Suggesti°ns  to  Growers  of  Cabbage 

For  seed  bed  use  good  rich  soil  free  from  disease,  when  seed 
bed  is  well  worked  down  and  dry,  use  a  small  seed  drill,  sow  the 
seed  shallow  and  not  too  thick.  One  pound  of  seed  will  produce 
plants  for  three  acres,  for  each  pound  of  cabbage  seed  use  about 
75  lbs.  of  2-10-4  fertilizer.  Do  not  use  chicken  manure  for  seed 
bed. 

Before  setting  out  the  plants  use  plenty  of  manure,  or  a  high 
grade  fertilizer  700  to  1000  pounds  per  acre,  work  the  land  well 
before  setting  out  the  plants,  cultivate  frequently.  Early  setting 
of  the  plants  gives  the  crop  time  to  mature,  and  a  larger  yield. 

Set  plants  about  20  inches  in  the  row  and  the  rows  34  inches 
apart.

EARLY  JERSEY  WAKEFIELD.  Probably  the  most  popu¬ 
lar  of  the  early  oblong  varieties,  its  solid  pointed  heads  matur¬ 
ing  very  early  because  of  its  extreme  hardiness.  One  of  the  best 
for  the  extra  early  crop.
